Commencement  for  conferring  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  will  be  held  early  in  December,  in  San  Francisco, 
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TWENTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


SESSION  OF  1892. 

The  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  California  was  organized 
in  1872  as  an  integral  part  of  the  State's  educational  center.  It  was 
among  the  first  to  adopt  the  higher  standard  of  medical  education; 
having,  as  early  as  1875,  instituted  a  three  years'  course  and  graded 
studies,  and  in  1885  an  examination  for  admission  to  the  College, 

The  changes  introduced  into  the  curriculum  of  this  school,  and  now  in 
force,  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  Increase  of  the  Time  of  Study  to  Three  Years. — Three  regular 
courses  of  lectures  of  six  months  each,  attended  through  three  several 
years,  are  required  before  the  student  can  present  himself  for  graduation. 
Students  are  also  required  to  attend  the  clinics  regularly  throughout  the 
term,  and  Senior  students  to  attend  the  preliminary  term, 

2.  Yearly  Examinations. — At  the  close  of  each  session,  examinations 
are  held  to  determine  the  progress  of  the  student  during  the  year  past, 
his  advancement  depending  on  the  result  of  such  examinations. 

3.  Graded  Studies. — By  this  arrangement  the  student  is  thoroughly 
drilled  in  the  elementary  subjects  before  proceeding  higher.  He  is,  how- 
ever, expected  to  attend  all  the  lectures,  giving  most  of  his  hours  of 
study  to  the  subjects  allotted  to  his  own  year. 

The  following  are  the  subjects  apportioned  to  each  year's  studies: 

First  Year.  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Histology  and  Microscopy,  Mate- 
ria Medica  and  Medical  Chemistry,  Pharmacy,  Dissections,  Dispensary 
and  Laboratory  Work,  Examinations  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  in 
Pharmacy  and  Laboratory  Work,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Histology. 

Second  Year.  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica  and  Medical 
Chemistry,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Surgery,  Therapeutics,  Histology  and  Pathology,  Obstetrics,  Clinical 
Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Hygiene  and  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Dissec- 
tions, Dispensary  Clinics. 

At  the  end  of  the  second  year  final  examinations  will  be  held  in  De- 
scriptive Anatomy,  Physiology,  Histology,  Materia  Medica  and  Medical 
Chemistry,  and  Hygiene  and  Medical  Jurisprudence.  Students  failing  to 
pass  in  any  of  these  subjects  will  be  conditioned  until  the  beginning  of 
the  next  preliminary  term.     No  student  will  be  admitted  to  the  Senior 


■class  until  he  has  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  of  the  above- 
named  studies. 

Third  Year.  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and 
Practice  of  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Gynecology,  Therapeutics,  Clinical  Med- 
icine, Clinical  Surgery,  Mental  Diseases,  Pathology,  Diseases  of  Children, 
Ophthalmology  and  Otology,  Surgical  Anatomy,  Special  Clinics. 

Graduates  of  this  College,  and  those  holding  certificates  of  attendance 
upon  lectures,  are  credited  for  the  full  time  of  their  medical  studies  by 
the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  Royal  College  of  Surgeons 
of  Edinburgh,  and  the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow, 
providing  they  present  certificates  of  having  passed  successfully  the 
entrance  examination  to  the  College  of  Letters  of  this  University,  or 
some  other  recognized  college  or  university. 

I.OCATION. 

While  the  several  other  Colleges  of  the  State  University  are  clustered 
at  Berkeley,  its  Medical  Department  is,  for  obvious  reasons,  situated  in 
San  Francisco.  The  Medical  College  building,  known  as  '*  Toland  Hall," 
in  honor  of  its  illustrious  founder,  is  one  of  the  most  complete  and 
stately  in  the  country.  It  is  located  near  North  Beach,  overlooking  the 
Golden  Gate,  a  locality  favoring  the  health  and  industrious  habits  of  the 
students. 

The  Lecture  Hall  of  the  College  is  capable  of  seating  five  hundred 
persons;  the  Clinical  Amphitheater  is  about  equally  as  capacious;  the 
Museum  contains  an  extensive  collection  of  specimens  and  preparations; 
the  Dissecting-Room  is  fitted  up  with  all  the  modern  improvements;  the 
Laboratory  is  replete  with  all  chemicals  and  apparatus  necessary  for 
practical  teaching.  Apartments  in  the  building  are  set  apart  for  labora- 
tory work,  and  a  commodious  reading-room  is  also  provided. 

The  College  stands  near  the  terminus  of  the  Omnibus  line  of  street  cars, 
the  North  Beach  and  Mission  line,  and  the  Powell  Street  cars. 

THE  coi.i,e;giate  year. 

Contrary  to  the  custom  of  Eastern  Medical  Colleges,  the  lectures  in 
this  school  are  delivered  in  the  spring  and  summer  months.  The  peculiar 
climate  of  San  P'rancisco  renders  spring  and  summer  far  the  preferable 
season  for  prosecuting  medical  studies;  hence  the  sessions  are  held  from 
March  to  December.  During  this  period,  and  indeed  largely  throughout 
the  other  months  of  the  year  also,  cool  trade  winds  blow  across  the  city 
daily,  moderating  the  temperature,  and  particularly  favoring  the  study 
of  practical  anatomy  and  necroscopy.  The  student  in  this  city  enjoys 
rare  natural  advantages  for  the  healthful  pursuit  of  his  labors,  such  a 
contingency  as  his  detention  from  lectures  or  clinics  by  stress  of  weather 
being  absolutely  unknown. 


The  College  year  is  divided  into  two  terms:  The  Preliminary  or  Spring 
Term,  and  the  Regular  or  Summer  Term. 

Thp;  Prewminary  Te:rm  commences  February  29th  and  ends  May 
14th.  During  this  term  subjects  are  dwelt  upon  that  do  not  receive  the 
full  meed  of  attention  during  the  Regular  Term.  Clinics  proceed  at  the 
Hospital  and  College  as  during  the  Regular  Term.  The  Dissecting-Room 
is  open  for  practical  work.  All  students  are  expected  to  attend  this 
course,  although  such  attendance  is  not  compulsory,  except  to  members- 
of  the  Senior  class. 

The  REGUI.AR  Term  begins  on  Wednesday,  June  ist,  and  terminates 
on  Wednesday,  November  30th.  During  this  term  all  the  branches  of 
medicine  and  surgery  are  taught,  didactically  and  clinically.  Regular 
clinics  are  held  three  days  each  week,  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital, 
where  the  Professors  of  the  Clinical  Chairs  have  charge  of  wards  and 
possess  every  advantage  for  the  instruction  of  students;  clinics  are  also 
held  at  the  College  Dispensary,  Lectures  are  given  daily  by  the  Pro- 
fessors, and  evening  recitations  are  held  several  times  a  week. 


METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


The  course  of  studies  pursued  at  this  school  comprises  Clinical^ 
Didactic,  and  Laboratory  teaching.  Special  prominence  is  given  ta 
the  first,  although  it  is  endeavored  that  the  three  methods  shall  be  sq 
blended  as  to  form  one  harmonious  whole. 


CLINICAL    TEACHING. 

In  Clinical  Teachings  the  plan  pursued  by  the  several  Clinical  Pro- 
fessors has  for  its  aim  the  actual  confronting  of  the  student  with  the 
phenomena  of  disease,  that  the  senses  of  sight,  hearing,  and  touch  may 
be  trained  to  aid  in  forming  a  correct  diagnosis. 

The  facilities  for  clinical  studies  open  to  the  students  of  the  Univer- 
sity have  been  largely  increased.  Full  access  is  given  to  the  City  and 
County  Hospital,  a  complete  and  modern  structure  containing  five  hun- 
dred beds,  and  presenting  for  observation  perhaps  every  known  form  of 
disease,  including  those  peculiar  to  tropical  and  South  America.  The 
staff  of  the  Hospital  is  largely  drawn  from  the  Faculty  of  the  University, 
giving  them  unusual  advantages  for  developing  clinical  material.  The 
Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery  has  charge  of  three  surgical  wards  (thirty- 
two  beds  in  each),  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  two  wards,  the 
Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  and  the  Professor  of  Ophthal- . 
mology,  one  ward  each.  Autopsies  are  conducted  three  times  a  week  in 
the  Mortuary  by  the  Pathologist.  A  large  operating  theater  has  been 
erected,  where  the  major  and  minor  operations  of  surgery  are  performed 
in  view  of  the  class.  Operating  days  are  Tuesday  and  Saturday.  The 
Hospital  is  situated  at  the  junction  of  Twenty-second  Street  with  Potrero 
Avenue,  and  is  accessible  from  the  North  Beach  and  Mission  cars,  the 
Omnibus,  the  Mission  Street,  and  the  Valencia  Street  lines. 

HOSPITAI,   CI.INICS. 

Clinical  Surgery. — Professor  McLean  delivers  clinical  lectures  on. 
Practical  and  Operative  Surgery,  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  on 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Saturdays,  throughout  the  session.  Especial 
attention  is  given,  in  a  ward  devoted  to  the  purpose,  to  the  conduct  of 
disorders  of  the  genito-urinary  organs  and  venereal  diseases.  A  course 
of  Minor  Surgery  is  also  given.  Instruction  in  this  branch  includes  the 
application  of  bandages  and  the  various  dressings  used  in  treating 
wounds,  fractures,  dislocations,  etc. 
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Clinical  Medicine. — Prof.  W.  W.  Kerr  will  deliver  a  course  of  lect- 
ures on  Clinical  Medicine  at  the  same  Hospital  each  Tuesday,  Thursday, 
and  Saturday.  The  course  of  study  will  consist  in  the  demonstra- 
tion of  cases  illustrating  the  dift'erent  phases  and  peculiarities  which 
disease  assumes,  the  examination  of  patients  at  the  bedside  by  the 
student  under  the  guidance  of  the  professor,  together  with  the  instruc- 
tion in  all  those  details  which  qualify  the  student  to  discharge  his  duty 
agreeably  and  efficiently  in  the  sick-room. 

Gynecology  and  Practical  Midwifery. — Prof.  R.  Beverly  Cole  holds  a 
Thursday  clinic,  including  a  course  of  instruction  in  Operative  Gyne- 
cology, the  use  of  instruments,  appliances,  etc.  He  will  also  devote  a 
portion  of  his  lectures  to  Clinical  Midwifery,  taking  as  illustrations  such 
cases  of  interest  as  may  occur  in  the  lying-in  ward  from  time  to  time. 
The  Senior  students  will  each,  in  rotation,  have  opportunities  for  the 
study  of  Practical  Obstetrics  at  the  bedside. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology. — Professor  Powers  will  deliver  one  didac- 
tic lecture  a  week  during  the  course,  covering  the  subjects  of  the  Eye  and 
Kar,  Larynx,  Pharynx,  Naso-Pharynx,  and  Nasal  Cavities.  These  lect- 
ures will  be  illustrated  by  models,  charts,  and  blackboard  drawings.  He 
will  also  conduct  two  clinics  a  week  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital, 
where,  in  addition  to  operative  and  severe  cases,  he  has  a  large  out- 
patient clinic,  including  many  children,  with  many  illustrations  of  cases 
as  they  appear  in  daily  practice.  At  these  clinics  the  third-year  students 
are  required,  in  turn,  to  keep  the  record  of  the  cases,  with  a  view  to 
cultivating  a  habit  of  case-writing.  Once  in  two  weeks  Professor  Powers 
has  an  evening  "Quiz"  for  the  third-year  students,  which  is  conducted 
in  turn  by  the  students  themselves,  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the 
professor. 


DIDACTIC  TEACHING. 

A  brief  outline  of  the  course  pursued  by  the  several  departments  will 
be  found  in  the  following  summary: 

Surgery. — Professor  Taylor  delivers  two  lectures  each  week  on  the  art 
and  science  of  Surgery.  The  more  recent  views  on  the  management  of 
surgical  conditions,  and  the  appliances  devised  for  their  relief,  are  par- 
ticularly dwelt  upon  and  illustrated  with  drawings  and  models  when 
necessary.  The  course  will  include  a  series  of  lectures  upon  Operative 
Surgery,  with  demonstrations  on  the  cadaver.  The  students  will  be 
drilled  in  the  manipulation  of  instruments  used  in  the  various  operations. 

Practice  of  Medicine. — Prof.  W.  F.  McNutt  presents  in  his  lectures 
the  principles  and  practice  of  medicine  in  its  modern  aspects.  He  gives 
a  description  of  the  different  diseases,  their  etiology,  pathology,  symp- 
toms, diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  treatment.  The  various  pathological 
changes  are  demonstrated  by  means  of  plates,  i)reparations,  and  recent 
specimens  of  diseased  parts. 
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Obstetrics. — The  science  and  art  of  Obstetrics  are  taught  by  Prof. 
R.  Beverly  Cole.  His  lectures  are  fully  illustrated  by  the  use  of  colored 
plates  and  drawings,  prepared  specimens,  and  the  manikin.  The  princi- 
pal obstetric  operations  are  performed  on  the  cadaver  in  presence  of  the 
class. 

Physiology. — The  lectures  in  this  department  by  Professor  D'Ancona 
embrace  a  consideration  of  both  general  and  special  Physiology,  includ- 
ing all  that  has  been  developed  up  to  the  present  time,  and  are  illustrated 
by  a  complete  series  of  colored  drawings,  prepared  exclusively  for  these 
lectures;  besides  which,  the  large  collection  of  preparations  and  draw- 
ings of  the  Scientific  Department  at  Berkeley  are  at  the  command  of  the 
professor.     Vivisections  are  practiced  when  necessary. 

The  course  embraces  the  lectures  of  two  years,  one  year  being  devoted 
to  the  physiology  of  the  nervous  system  and  reproduction,  the  other  to 
nutrition,  respiration,  circulation,  etc. 

Dr.  Campbell  Ford,  Assistant  to  the  Chair  of  Physiology,  will  conduct 
a  special  quiz  two  days  each  week  throughout  both  the  Preliminary  and 
Regular  Terms,  for  members  of  the  Freshman  class. 

Therapeutics  (Medical  and  Surgical). — The  lectures  in  this  department, 
by  Professor  Dodge,  will  explain  the  physiological  actions  and  therapeu- 
tic indications  of  all  agents,  medical  and  surgical,  used  for  the  cure, 
alleviation,  or  prevention  of  diseases.  The  action  of  drugs  will  be  shown 
by  practical  demonstration  upon  living  animals. 

Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Chemistry. — Prof.  A.  L.  Lengfeld,  in  his 
course,  will  deliver  two  lectures  each  week,  devoting  special  attention 
to  that  part  of  Chemistry  which  pertains  more  particularly  to  Medicine 
Pharmacy.  The  lectures  will  be  abundantly  illustrated  by  experiments, 
all  necessary  philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus  being  employed  for 
this  purpose.  The  nature,  origin,  physical  and  chemical  properties  of 
the  various  remedies  officinal  in  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  will  be 
fully  elucidated.  The  cabinet  of  Materia  Medica,  which  contains  the 
important  as  well  as  the  new  and  rare  drugs  and  pharmaceutical  prepa- 
rations employed  in  medicine,  will  be  used  to  illustrate  the  lectures. 
Special  attention  will  be  given  to  Toxicology  and  Prescription  Writing. 

The  Preliminary  Term  will  be  occupied  with  a  course  of  lectures  upon 
Urine  Analysis. 

Practical  Chemistry. — The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  thoroughly 
refitted  with  the  newest  and  most  improved  apparatus.  Each  student  is 
provided  with  a  separate  table  and  set  of  apparatus  and  reagents,  and 
performs  individually  all  experiments. 

Dr.  H.  N.  Winton,  Assistant  to  the  Chair  of  Materia  Medica  and  Med- 
ical Chemistry,  will  conduct  a  systematic  and  practical  course  in  Experi- 
mental Chemistry,  Qualitative  Analysis,  and  the  analysis  of  Urine,  Milk, 
and  Poisons, 
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I.  First  Year.  Each  student  will  perform  a  series  of  experiments, 
in  which  he  will  develop  the  main  principles  of  the  science  of  Chemistry 
treated  of  in  the  lectures,  and  become  familiar  with  the  physical  and 
chemical  properties  of  the  elements  and  their  compounds.  Qualitative 
Analysis  will  form  a  part  of  this  course. 

II.  Second  Year.  The  most  approved  methods  of  examining  milk 
and  the  urine,  analytically  and  microscopically,  will  be  performed  by  each 
student.  The  use  of  the  polariscope,  microscope,  ureameter,  etc.,  will 
be  fully  taught.  The  course  in  Toxicology  will  include  an  extensive  range 
of  testing  for  the  various  poisons  commonly  met  with  in  practice. 

A  weekly  quiz  will  be  given  in  the  work  done  in  the  laboratory,  and 
the  course  will  conclude  with  a  practical  examination. 

Anatomy. — Professor  Williamson's  lectures  on  Anatomy  are  illustrated 
by  the  cadaver,  and  by  both  wet  and  dry  preparations,  models,  manikins, 
and  drawings,  and  include  a  course  on  general,  special,  topographical, 
and  surgical  Anatomy.  The  Dissecting-Room  is  spacious,  well  ventilated, 
lighted  from  above,  and  provided  with  every  convenience.  It  is  open 
throughout  the  year,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Professor  and 
Demonstrator  of  Anatomy.  A  supply  of  material  is  always  procurable 
at  small  cost.  When  dissections  are  conducted  in  a  diligent  manner,  the 
student  is  furnished  with  certificates  stating  the  amount  and  part  dis- 
sected. One  of  the  Demonstrators  will  be  present  daily  in  the  Dissecting- 
Room,  so  that  students  will  receive  the  proper  attention  and  assistance. 
During  the  Preliminary  Term  a  course  of  lectures  will  be  delivered  upon 
Surgical  Anatomy. 

During  the  regular  term.  Dr.  J.  H.  Barbat,  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy, 
will  conduct  a  special  quiz  for  members  of  the  Freshman  class  upon  the 
subject  of  Osteology. 

Gynecology. — This  subject  is  taught  didactically  and  clinically  by  Pro- 
fessor Cole  and  Dr.  Von  Hoffman.  The  use  of  gynecological  instru- 
ments is  carefully  shown,  and  the  several  procedures  explained  by  means 
of  colored  charts,  diagrams,  and  manikins. 

Hygiene. — The  importance  now  attaching  to  the  science  of  Hygiene 
induced  the  Regents  and  Faculty  to  give  it  a  place  in  the  curriculum  of 
the  school.  The  instruction  in  this  department  will  be  in  charge  of  Dr. 
George  F.  Shiels.  In  connection  with  this  department  a  special  course 
of  lectures  will  be  given  upon  Medical  Jurisprudence. 

Diseases  of  Children. — Professor  Swan  will  devote  one  hour  each  week 
to  this  subject,  illustrating  his  lectures  by  notes  drawn  from  an  unusually 
large  experience  in  the  management  of  diseases  peculiar  to  children. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.— The  instruction  for  the  Preliminary 
Term,  in  addition  to  the  regular  lectures  on  the  Medical  Jurisprudence  of 
Insanity,  will  include  a  course  on  Alcoholism  and  the  Narcotics,  together 
with  a  discussion   of  the  localization  of  lesions  of  the  nervous  system. 
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These  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  specially  prepared  plates  and  dia- 
grams, showing  the  results  of  the  most  recent  investigations.  It  is 
intended  to  further  illustrate  this  subject  by  demonstrations  of  normal 
and  pathological  brains  and  spinal  cords. 

Functional  nervous  diseases,  including  the  various  phases  of  Hysteria 
and  Hypnotic  conditions,  will  receive  special  attention.  The  instruc- 
tions in  both  functional  and  organic  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  will 
be  supplemented  by  clinical  lectures  and  demonstrations.  It  is  intended 
that  the  students  shall  further  familiarize  themselves  with  the  patho- 
logical appearance  of  nervous  tissue,  not  only  by  observing  sections 
already  prepared,  but  by  actual  w^ork  in  the  laboratory,  where  section 
cutting,  staining,  and  slide  mounting  will  be  taught. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  lectures  on  Insanity,  visits  will  be  made  to 
the  various  city  and  State  institutions  for  the  care  of  the  insane,  so  as 
to  acquaint  the  students  more  thoroughly  with  the  characteristic  features 
of  this  disease. 

This  subject  is  taught  by  Dr.  Robertson,  late  Assistant  Physician  of 
the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane  at  Napa. 

H  stology  and  Pathology. — Prof.  D.  W.  Montgomery  will  strive  to 
make  this  course  as  practical  as  possible.  Sections  of  normal  tissues 
and  diseased  organs  ready  for  mounting  will  be  given  to  the  students,  so 
"that  they  may  become  familiarized  w4th  the  methods  of  preparing  speci- 
mens for  examination.  In  this  way  the  general  principles  of  normal 
growth  and  development,  and  the  operation  of  pathological  laws,  will 
be  illustrated  and  fixed  in  the  mind  of  the  student.  The  use  of  the 
microscope  as  an  aid  to  diagnosis  in  the  examination  of  sputum,  urine, 
blood,  etc.,  will  also  be,  in  this  way,  illustrated  as  opportunity  arises. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Spencer,  Assistant  to  the  Chair  of  Pathology  and  Histology, 
will  conduct  a  course  on  Normal  Histology  and  Histological  Technique, 
beginning  with  the  tissues  and  going  on  to  the  structure  of  the  organs, 
fitting  the  student  for  the  study  of  Practical  Pathology. 

Bacteriology. — During  the  Regular  Term,  Dr.  George  H.  F.  Nuttall, 
Associate  Professor  of  Bacteriology  in  Johns  Hopkins  University  of 
Baltimore,  will  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  upon  the  subject  of  Bacteri- 
ology. The  eminent  position  of  Professor  Nuttall  as  a  writer  and  original 
investigator  in  this  important  branch  of  medical  science,  bespeaks  the 
incalculable  advantage  to  be  derived  from  his  instruction.  These  lectures 
will  be  illustrated  by  original  cultures  and  slides  prepared  by  Professor 
Nuttall  personally.  If  possible,  the  lectures  will  be  delivered  under  the 
University  Extension  System,  in  which  case  the  profession  at  large  and 
such  of  the  general  public  as  may  be  interested  in  medical  progress  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  attend. 
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HOSPITAL  APPOINTMENTS. 

The  position  of  Interne,  or  House  Physician  and  Surgeon,  in  the  City 
and  County  Hospital,  is  open  each  December  to  four  members  of  the 
graduating  class  who  recommend  themselves  to  the  Faculty  by  their 
diligence  and  general  fitness  for  the  appointments.  Internes  receive 
their  board  and  lodging  for  one  year,  and  secure  opportunities  for 
accumulating  an  invaluable  experience  in  every  fiield  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery. 

On  completion  of  the  term  of  service,  a  certificate  is  issued  by  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Health  and  the  authorities  of  the  City  and 
County  Hospital,  as  evidence  of  the  faithful  performance  of  the  required 
duties. 

Students  of  the  Senior  class  desiring  these  appointments  are  required 
to  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Dean  at  least  two  weeks  before  the 
close  of  the  session. 

The  City  Receiving  Hospital  is  open  to  students  and  graduates  of  this 
institution.  In  this  hospital  an  excellent  opportunity  is  afforded  for  expe- 
rience and  emergency  work. 

Several  of  the  private  hospitals  in  the  city  provide  positions  on  the 
house  staff,  which  are  open  to  graduates  of  this  College,  viz. : 

St.  Mary's  Hospital,  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital,  La 
Maison  de  Sante  (French  Hospital),  German  Hospital,  and  the  Hospital 
for  Children. 

Assistants  to  the  staff' of  the  San  Francisco  Polyclinic  are  also  appointed 
from  the  graduates  of  this  institution. 


DISPENSARY  CLINICS. 

The  Faculty  has  organized  a  Free  Dispensary  Clinic,  which  is  held  at 
the  corner  of  Potrero  Avenue  and  Twenty-second  Street,  directly  oppo- 
site the  City  and  County  Hospital.  Clinics  are  held  daily,  the  proximity 
to  the  Hospital  insuring  an  abundant  supply  of  material. 

The  advantage  of  an  out-patient  clinic  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  class  of 
cases  presented  for  observation  is,  to  a  great  extent,  that  seen  in  office 
practice.  Combined  with  hospital  work,  the  Dispensary  Clinic  forms  an 
invaluable  system  of  practical  training  for  the  student. 


POST-GRADUATE  MEDICAL  COLLEGE. 

The  Board  of  Regents  has  established  a  Post-graduate  Medical  College 
in  connection  with  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University.  The 
College  will  be  open  for  the  reception  of  students  by  the  beginning  of 
the  next  Regular  Term,  June  i,  1892.  A  special  prospectus  of  the 
Po.st-graduate  College  will  soon  be  issued.

MATRICULATION    EXAMINATION. 

Students  desiring  to  matriculate  are  required  to  undergo  examinations 
for  admission,  with  the  following  exceptions,  viz. : 

1.  Applicants  who  present  certificates  of  having  successfully  passed 
the  examination  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Letters  or  the  Colleges 
of  Science  of  the  University  of  California,  or  of  some  other  recognized 
university  or  college. 

2.  Applicants  who  present  diplomas  or  certificates  of  graduation  from 
the  University  of  California,  or  of  some  other  university  or  college. 

3.  Applican^who  present  diplomas  or  certificates  of  graduation  from 
recognized  Hi§p  Schools  and  Academies. 

4.  Applicants  who  present  a  teacher's  certificate  granted  by  a  recognized 
City  or  County  Board  of  Examiners.

5.  Applicants  who  present  a  diploma  or  certificate  of  graduation  from 
a  State  Normal  School  of  California,  or  of  any  other  State  or  Territory. 

The  examinations  for  admission  are  in  writing,  and  embrace  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

BNGI.ISH. — A  written  composition,  correct  in  spelling,  punctuation,  and 
grammar,  not  to  exceed  one  page  foolscap  in  length,  upon  some  subject 
connected  with  American  history  and  biography. 

Arithmetic. — Including  the  metric  system.  The  technical  parts  of 
Commercial  Arithmetic,  viz.,  banking,  profit  and  loss,  commission, 
taxes,  duties,  stocks,  insurance,  exchange,  average  of  payments,  will  be 
omitted. 

History  of  the  United  States  and  the  general  facts  of  Physical  and 
Political  Geography.  Barnes'  Brief  History  of  the  United  States  and 
the  geographies  used  in  the  first  grade  grammar  schools  will  serve  to 
indicate  the  amount  of  knowledge  expected. 

Physics. — The  elements  of  the  subject  taught  experimentally,  as  shown 
in  some  such  work  as  Gay's  Elements  of  Physics,  Peck's  Ganot,  or 
Avery's  Natural  Philosophy. 


Students  who  have  attended  one  full  course  in  any  recognized  regular 
Medical  College,  will,  upon  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
curriculum  provided  for  the  first  year,  be  admitted  as  students  of  the 
second  course  in  the  University  of  California,  provided  the  courses  are 
in  different  calendar  years. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  any  recognized  regular 
Medical  College,  will,  upon  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
•curriculum  provided  for  the  second  year,  be  admitted  as  students  of  the 
third  course  in  this  institution,  provided  the  courses  of  lectures  are  in 
different  calendar  years. 

Graduates  of  other  regular  Medical  Colleges  in  good  standing  will  be 
admitted  as  students  of  the  third  course  in  this  institution  without  any 
examination. 

Under  no  circumstances  will  a  student  be  credited  with  attendance 
upon  two  courses  of  lectures,  unless  such  courses  have  been  in  different 
calendar  years. 

Graduates  of  Pharmaceutical  and  Dental  Colleges  in  good  standing 
are  admitted  to  the  second  year  without  examination. 

Theological  and  Law  Students  will  be  admitted  to  special  lectures 
without  examination. 

The  matriculation  examinations  will  be  conducted  at  the  College 
building  on  February  29th  and  June  ist. 


No  graduate  of  any  Medical  College  having  a  course  of  less  than  three 
years  will  be  admitted  to  the  third  course  in  this  institution,  without 
passing  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the 
second  year. 

Diplomas  from  Homeopathic,  Kclectic,  and  other  irregular  schools  of 
medicine,  will  not  be  recognized. 
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BOARDING. 

The  expense  of  living  in  San  Francisco  is  not  great.  Good  board  with 
room-rent  may  now  be  procured  at  the  low  rate  of  five  dollars  per  week, 
at  a  convenient  distance  from  the  College  building.  Students  from  a 
distance  may  learn  the  address  of  these  boarding-houses,  and  other  infor- 
mation, by  calling  on  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  Dr.  R.  A.  McLean,  603 
Merchant  Street,  corner  of  Montgomery.

Graduates  of  other  recognized  regular  Medical  Colleges,  who  have 
been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  for  three  years,  will  be  admit- 
ted to  all  didactic  and  clinical  lectures  on  the  payment  of  the  matricula- 
tion fee  only. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

I.  The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  be  of  good  moral  character. 

II.  He  must  have  studied  medicine  three  full  years,  and  must  have 
attended  three  regular  courses  of  lectures  in  separate  calendar  years,  the 
last  of  which  must  have  been  that  of  the  University  of  California. 

III.  He  must  have  passed  the  required  examinations,  written  and  oral. 

IV.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy  during 
at  least  two  sessions,  and  must  present  certificates  of  having  dissected 
every  part  of  the  cadaver. 

V.  He  must  have  paid  in  full  the  College  fees,  including  the  gradua- 
tion fee.

To  graduates  of  the  University  of  California,  or  of  other  institutions 
of  equal  grade,  who  may  wish  to  pursue  advanced  work,  general  or 
special,  every  facility  is  extended  that  the  libraries,  laboratories,  and 
collections  of  the  University  afford;  and,  so  far  as  is  possible,  courses  of 
study  will  be  framed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  such  students.  These 
courses  may  be  so  constituted  as  to  lead  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts, 
Master  of  Letters,  Master  of  Science,  or  Doctor  of  Philosophy;  or  to  the 
professional  degree  of  Mechanical  Engineer,  Mining  Engineer,  Metal- 
lurgical Engineer,  or  Civil  Engineer. 

UNDERGRADUATE   COURSES. 

Eight  Regular  Courses  of  study  are  at  present  established,  leading 
directly  to  corresponding  degrees,  namely:

Hospital,  Twenty-second  street  and  Potrero  avenue. 

The  Dispensary  Clinics  are  held  opposite  the  City  and  County 
Hospital. 

The  Annual  Commencement  for  conferring  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  will  be  held  early  in  December,  in  San  Francisco. 


THIRTIETH  ANNUAL  COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


SESSION  OF  1893. 

The  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  California  was  organ- 
ized in  1872,  as  an  integral  part  of  the  State's  educational  center.  It 
was  among  the  lirst  to  adopt  the  higher  standard  of  Medical  Education ; 
having,  as  early  as  1875,  instituted  a  three  years'  course  and  graded 
studies,  and  in  1885  an  examination  for  admission  to  the  College. 

The  changes  introduced  into  the  curriculum  of  this  school,  and 
now  in  force,  may  be  summarized  as  follows : 

1.  Increase  of  the  Time  of  Study  to  Three  Years.— Three 
regular  courses  of  lectures  of  six  months  each,  attended  through  three 
several  years,  are  required  before  the  student  can  present  himself  for 
graduation.  Students  are  also  required  to  attend  the  clinics  regularly 
throughout  the  term,  and  senior  students  to  attend  the  preliminary 
term. 

2.  Yearly  Examinations. — At  the  close  of  each  session,  exami- 
nations are  held  to  determine  the  progress  of  the  student  during  the 
year  past,  his  advancement  depending  on  the  result  of  such  examina- 
tions. 

3.  Graded  Studies. — By  this  arrangement  the  student  is  thor- 
oughly drilled  in  the  elementary  subjects  before  proceeding  higher. 
He  is,  however,  expected  to  attend  all  the  lectures,  giving  most  of  his 
hours  of  study  to  the  subjects  allotted  to  his  own  year. 

The  following  are  the  subjects  apportioned  to  each  year's  studies: 

First  Year.  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Histology  and  Microscopic 
Technique,  Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Chemistry,  Hygiene  and 
Medical  Jurisprudence,  Pharmacy,  Dissections,  Dispensary  and  Labor- 
atory work.  Examinations  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  in  Anatomy, 
Physiology,  Histology,  Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Chemistry,  Phar- 
macy and  Laboratory  Work. 

Second  Year.  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica  and  Medical 
Chemistry,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Surgery,  Therapeutics,  Histology  and  Pathology,  Obstetrics,  Clinical 
Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Hygiene  and  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Dis- 
sections, Dispensary  Clinics. 

At  the  end  of  the  second  year  final  examinations  will  be  held  in 
Descriptive  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Histology,  Materia  Medica  and 
Medical  Chemistry,  and  Hygiene  and  Medical  Jurisprudence.  Students 
failing  to  pass  in  any  of  these  subjects  will  be  conditioned  until  the 
beginning  of  the  next  preliminary  term.  No  student  will  be  admitted 
to  the  senior  class  until  he  has  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in 
all  of  the  above-named  studies. 

Third  Year.    Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and 


Practice  of  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Gynecology,  Therapeutics,  Clinical 
Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases,  Pathology, 
Diseases  of  Children,  Ophthalmology  and  Otology,  Surgical  Anatomy, 
Special  Clinics. 

Graduates  of  this  College,  and  those  holding  certificates  of  attend- 
ance upon  lectures,  are  credited  for  the  full  time  of  their  medical 
studies  by  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Glasgow,  providing  the^^  present  certificates  of  having  passed  success- 
fully the  entrance  examination  to  the  College  of  Letters  of  this  Uni- 
versity, or  some  other  recognized  college  or  university. 

LOCATION. 

While  the  several  other  Colleges  of  the  State  University  are 
clustered  at  Berkeley,  its  Medical  Department  is,  for  obvious  reasons, 
situated  in  San  Francisco.  The  Medical  College  building,  known  as 
"  Toland  Hall,"  in  honor  of  its  illustrious  founder,  is  one  of  the  most 
complete  and  stately  in  the  country.  It  is  located  near  North  Beach, 
overlooking  the  Golden  Gate,  a  locality  favoring  the  health  and  indus- 
trious habits  of  the  students. 

The  Lecture  Hall  of  the  College  is  capable  of  seating  five  hundred 
persons ;  the  Clinical  Amphitheater  is  about  equally  as  capacious  ;  the 
Museum  contains  an  extensive  collection  of  specimens  and  prepara- 
tions ;  the  Dissecting  Room  is  fitted  up  with  all  the  modern  improve- 
ments; the  Laboratory  is  replete  with  all  chemicals  and  apparatus 
necessary  for  practical  teaching.  Apartments  in  the  building  are  set 
apart  for  Laboratory  work,  and  a  commodious  reading  room  is  also 
provided. 

The  College  stands  near  the  terminus  of  the  Omnibus  line  of  street- 
cars, the  North  Beach  and  Mission  line,  and  the  Powell  street  cars. 

THE    COLLEGIATE    YEAR. 

Contrary  to  the  custom  of  Eastern  Medical  Colleges,  the  lectures 
in  this  school  are  delivered  during  the  Spring  and  Summer  months. 
The  peculiar  climate  of  San  Francisco  renders  Spring  and  Summer  far 
the  preferable  season  for  prosecuting  medical  studies;  hence  the 
sessions  are  held  from  March  to  December.  During  this  period,  and 
indeed  largely  throughout  the  other  months  of  the  year  also,  cool  trade 
winds  blow  across  the  city  daily,  moderating  the  temperature,  and 
particularly  favoring  the  study  of  practical  anatomy  and  necroscopy. 
The  student  in  this  city  enjoys  rare  natural  advantages  for  the  health- 
ful pursuit  of  his  labors,  such  a  contingency  as  his  detention  from 
lectures  or  clinics  by  stress  of  weather  being  absolutely  unknown. 

The  College  year  is  divided  into  two  terms :  The  Preliminary  or 
Spring  Term,  and  the  Regular  or  Summer  Term. 

The  Preliminary  Term  commences  March  1st  and  ends  May  13th, 
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During  this  term  subjects  are  dwelt  upon  that  do  not  receive  the  full 
meed  of  attention  during  the  Regular  Term.  Clinics  proceed  at  the 
Hospital  and  College  as  during  the  Regular  Term.  The  Dissecting 
Room  is  open  for  practical  work.  All  students  are  strongly  urged  to 
attend  this  course,  although  such  attendance  is  not  compulsory,  except 
to  members  of  the  senior  class. 

The  Regular  Term  begins  on  Thursday,  June  1st,  and  terminates 
on  Thursday,  November  30th.  During  this  term  all  the  branches  of 
medicine  and  surgery  are  taught,  didactically  and  clinically.  Regular 
clinics  are  held  three  days  each  week,  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital, 
where  the  professors  of  the  clinical  chairs  have  charge  of  wards 
and  possess  every  advantage  for  the  instruction  of  students ;  clinics  are 
also  held  at  the  College  Dispensary.  Lectures  are  given  daily  by  the 
Professors,  and  evening  recitations  are  held  several  times  a  week. 


METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION, 


The  course  of  studies  pursued  at  this  school  comprises  Clinical, 
Didactic,  and  Laboratory  teaching.  Special  prominence  is  given  to  the 
i5rst,  although  it  is  endeavored  that  the  three  methods  shall  be  so 
blended  as  to  form  one  harmonious  whole. 

CLINICAL  TEACHING. 

In  Clinical  Teaching,  the  plan  pursued  by  the  several  Clinical  Pro- 
fessors has  for  its  aim  the  actual  confronting  of  the  student  with  the 
phenomena  of  disease,  that  the  senses  of  sight,  hearing  and  touch  may 
be  trained  to  aid  in  forming  a  correct  diagnosis. 

The  facilities  for  clinical  studies  open  to  the  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity have  been  largely  increased.  Full  access  is  given  to  the  City 
and  County  Hospital,  a  complete  and  modern  structure  containing  five 
hundred  beds,  and  presenting  for  observation  perhaps  every  known 
form  of  disease,  including  those  peculiar  to  tropical  and  South  America. 
The  staff  of  the  Hospital  is  largely  drawn  from  the  Faculty  of  the 
University,  giving  them  unusual  advantages  for  developing  clinical 
material.  The  Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery  has  charge  of  three  sur- 
gical wards  (thirty- two  beds  in  each),  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine 
two  wards,  the  Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  and  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Ophthalmology,  one  ward  each.  Autopsies  are  conducted 
three  times  a  week  in  the  Mortuary  by  the  Pathologist.  A  large  oper- 
ating theater  has  been  erected,  where  the  major  and  minor  operations 
of  surgery  are  performed  in  view  of  the  class.  Operating  days  are 
Tuesday  and  Saturday.  The  Hospital  is  situated  at  the  junction  of 
Twenty-second  street  with  Potrero  avenue,  and  is  accessible  from  the 
North  Beach  and  Mission  cars,  the  Omnibus,  the  Mission  street,  and 
the  Valencia  street  lines. 

HOSPITAL   CLINICS. 

Clinical  Surgery. — Professor  McLean  delivers  clinical  lectures  on 
Practical  and  Operative  Surgery,  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  on 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays,  throughout  the  session.  Especial 
attention  is  given,  in  a  ward  devoted  to  the  purpose,  to  the  conduct  of 
disorders  of  the  genito-urinary  organs  and  venereal  diseases.  A  course 
of  Minor  Surgery  is  also  given.  Instruction  in  this  branch  includes  the 
application  of  bandages  and  the  various  dressings  used  in  treating 
wounds,  fractures,  dislocations,  etc. 

Clinical  Medicine. — Professor  W.  W.  Kerr  will  deliver  a  course  of 
lectures  on  Clinical  Medicine  at  the  same  Hospital  each  Tuesday, 
Thursday  and  Saturday.  The  course  of  study  will  consist  in  the  demon- 
stration of  cases  illustrating  the  different  phases  and  peculiarities 
which  disease  assumes,  the  examination  of  patients  at  the  bedside  by 
the  student  under  the  guidance  of  the  Professor,  together  with  the 
instruction  in  all  those  details  which  qualify  the  student  to  discharge 
his  duty  agreeably  and  efficiently  in  the  sick  room. 
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Gynecology  and  Practical  Midwifery. — Professor  R.  Beverly 
Cole  holds  a  Thursday  Clinic,  including  a  course  of  instruction  in 
Operative  Gynecology,  the  use  of  instruments,  appliances,  etc.  He 
will  also  devote  a  portion  of  his  lectures  to  Chnical  Midwifery,  taking 
as  illustrations  such  cases  of  interest  as  may  occur  in  the  Lying-in 
ward  from  time  to  time.  The  senior  students  will  each,  in  rotation, 
have  opportunities  for  the  study  of  Practical  Obstetrics  at  the  bed- 
side. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology. — Professor  Powers  will  deliver  one 
didactic  lecture  a  week  during  the  course,  covering  the  subjects  of  the 
Eye  and  Ear,  Larynx,  Phar3''nx,  Naso-Pharynx  and  Nasal  Cavities. 
These  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  models,  charts  and  blackboard 
draw^ings.  He  will  also  conduct  two  clinics  a  week  at  the  City  and 
County  Hospital,  where,  in  addition  to  operative  and  severe  cases,  he 
has  a  large  out-patient  clinic,  including  many  children,  with  many 
illustrations  of  cases  as  they  appear  in  daily  practice.  At  these  clinics 
the  third-year  students  are  required,  in  turn,  to  keep  the  record  of  the 
cases,  with  a  view  to  cultivating  a  habit  of  case-writing.  Once  in  two 
weeks,  Dr.  W.  E.  Hopkins,  Assistant  to  the  Chair,  has  an  evening 
"Quiz"  for  the  third-year  students,  which  is  conducted  in  turn  by  the 
students  themselves,  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  instructor. 


DIDACTIC  TEACHING. 

A  brief  outline  of  the  course  pursued  by  the  several  departments 
will  be  found  in  the  following  summary : 

Surgery. — Professor  Taylor  delivers  two  lectures  each  week  on  the 
art  and  science  of  Surgery.  The  more  recent  views  on  the  management 
of  surgical  conditions,  and  the  appliances  devised  for  their  relief,  are 
particularly  dwelt  upon  and  illustrated  with  drawings  and  models  when 
necessary.  The  course  will  include  a  series  of  lectures  upon  Operative 
Surgery,  with  demonstrations  on  the  cadaver.  The  students  will  be 
drilled  in  the  manipulation  of  instruments  used  in  the  various  opera- 
tions. 

Practice  of  Medicine. — Professor  W.  F.  McNutt  presents  in  his 
lectures  the  principles  and  practice  of  medicine  in  its  modern  aspects. 
He  gives  a  description  of  the  different  diseases,  their  etiology,  path- 
ology, symptoms,  diagnosis,  prognosis  and  treatment.  The  various 
pathological  changes  are  demonstrated  by  means  of  plates,  prepara- 
tions, and  recent  specimens  of  diseased  parts. 

Obstetrics. — The  science  and  art  of  Obstetrics  are  taught  by  Pro- 
fessor K.  Beverly  Cole.  His  lectures  are  fully  illustrated  by  the  use  of 
colored  plates  and  drawings,  prepared  specimens,  and  the  manikin. 
The  principal  o})Stetric  operations  are  performed  on  the  cadaver  in 
presence  of  the  class. 
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Physiology. — The  lectures  in  this  department  by  Professor 
D'Ancona  embrace  a  consideration  of  both  general  and  special  Physi- 
ology, including  all  that  has  been  developed  up  to  the  present  time, 
and  are  illustrated  by  a  complete  series  of  colored  drawings,  prepared 
exclusively  for  these  lectures;  besides  which,  the  large  collection  of 
preparations  and  drawings  of  the  Scientific  Department  at  Berkeley  are 
at  the  command  of  the  Professor.  Vivisections  are  practiced  when 
necessary. 

The  course  embraces  the  lectures  of  two  years,  one  year  being 
devoted  to  the  physiology  of  the  nervous  system  and  reproduction,  the 
other  to  nutrition,  respiration,  circulation,  etc. 

Dr.  Edward  von  Adelung,  Assistant  to  the  Chair  of  Physiology, 
will  conduct  a  special  quiz,  two  days  each  week  throughout  both  the 
Preliminary  and  Kegular  Terms,  for  members  of  the  Freshman  class. 

Therapeutics  (Medical  and  Surgical). — The  lectures  in  this 
"department,  by  Professor  Dodge,  will  explain  the  physiological  actions 
and  therapeutic  indications  of  all  agents,  medical  and  surgical,  used 
for  the  cure,  alleviation  or  prevention  of  diseases.  The  action  of  drugs 
will  be  shown  by  practical  demonstration  upon  living  animals. 

Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Chemistry. — Professor  A.  L. 
Lengfeld,  in  his  course,  will  deliver  two  lectures  each  week,  devoting 
special  attention  to  that  part  of  Chemistry  which  pertains  more  par- 
ticularly to  Medicine  and  Pharmacy.  The  lectures  will  be  abundantly 
illustrated  by  experiments,  all  necessary  philosophical  and  chemical 
apparatus  being  employed  for  this  purpose.  The  nature,  origin,  physi- 
cal and  chemical  properties  of  the  various  remedies  officinal  in  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  will  be  fully  elucidated.  The  cabinet  of 
Materia  Medica,  which  contains  the  important  as  well  as  the  new  and 
rare  drugs  and  pharmaceutical  preparations  employed  in  medicine,  will 
be  used  to  illustrate  the  lectures.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to 
Toxicology  and  Prescription  Writing. 

The  Preliminary  Term  wall  be  occupied  with  a  course  of  lectures 
upon  Urine  Analysis. 

Practical  Chemistry. — The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  thor- 
oughly refitted  with  the  newest  and  most  approved  apparatus.  Each 
student  is  provided  with  a  separate  table  and  set  of  apparatus  and 
reagents,  and  performs  individually  all  experiments. 

Mr.  A.  Auchie  Cunningham,  Assistant  to  the  Chair  of  Materia  Medica 
and  Medical  Chemistry,  will  conduct  a  systematic  and  practical  course 
in  Experimental  Chemistry,  Qualitative  Analysis,  and  the  analysis  of 
Urine,  Milk,  and  Poisons. 

I.  First  Year. — Each  student  will  perform  a  series  of  experiments 
in  which  he  will  develop  the  main  principles  of  the  science  of  Chemistry 
treated  of  in  the  lectures,  and  become  familiar  with  the  physical  and 
chemical  properties  of  the  elements  and  their  compounds.  Qualitative 
Analysis  will  form  a  part  of  this  course. 
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II.  Second  Year. — The  most  approved  methods  of  examining 
Milk  and  the  Urine  analytically  and  microscopically,  will  be  performed 
by  each  student.  The  use  of  the  Polariscope,  Microscope,  Ureameter, 
etc.,  will  be  fully  taught.  The  course  in  Toxicology  will  include  an 
extensive  range  of  testing  for  the  various  poisons  commonly  met  with 
in  practice. 

A  weekly  quiz  will  be  given  in  the  work  done  in  the  Laboratory, 
and  the  course  will  conclude  with  a  practical  examination. 

Anatomy. — Professor  Williamson's  lectures  on  Anatomy  are  illus- 
trated by  the  cadaver,  and  by  both  wet  and  dry  preparations,  models, 
manikin  and  drawings,  and  include  a  course  on  general,  special,  topo- 
graphical and  surgical  Anatomy.  The  Dissecting  Koom  is  spacious,  well 
ventilated,  lighted  from  above,  and  provided  with  every  convenience. 
It  is  open  throughout  the  year,  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Professor  and  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy.  A  supply  of  material  is 
always  procurable  at  small  cost.  When  dissections  are  conducted  in  a 
diligent  manner,  the  student  is  furnished  with  certificates  stating  the 
amount  and  part  dissected.  One  of  the  Demonstrators  will  be  present 
daily  in  the  Dissecting  Room,  so  that  students  will  receive  the  proper 
attention  and  assistance.  During  the  Preliminary  Term  a  course  of 
lectures  will  be  delivered  upon  Surgical  Anatomy. 

During  the  Regular  Term,  Dr.  J.  H.  Barbat,  Demonstrator  of 
Anatomy,  will  conduct  a  special  quiz  for  members  of  the  Freshman 
class  upon  the  subject  of  Osteology. 

Gynecology. — This  subject  is  taught  didactically  and  clinically  by 
Prof.  Cole  and  Dr.  Von  Hoffman.  The  use  of  gynecological  instru- 
ments is  carefully  shown,  and  the  several  procedures  explained  by 
means  of  colored  charts,  diagrams  and  manikins. 

Hygiene. — The  importance  now  attaching  to  the  science  of 
Hygiene  induced  the  Regents  and  Faculty  to  give  it  a  place  in  the 
curriculum  of  the  school.  The  instruction  in  this  department  will  be 
in  charge  of  Dr.  Geo.  F.  Shiels.  In  connection  with  this  department  a 
special  course  of  lectures  will  be  given  upon  Medical  Jurisprudence. 

Diseases  of  Children. — Professor  Swan  will  devote  one  hour  each 
week  to  this  subject,  illustrating  his  lectures  by  notes  drawn  from  an 
unusually  large  experience  in  the  management  of  diseases  peculiar  to 
children. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases. — The  instruction  for  the  Pre- 
liminary Term,  in  addition  to  the  regular  lectures  on  the  Medical 
Jurisprudence  of  Insanity,  will  include  a  course  on  Alcoholism  and 
the  Narcotics,  together  with  a  discussion  of  the  localization  of  lesions  of 
the  nervous  system.  These  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  specially 
prepared  plates  and  diagrams,  showing  the  results  of  the  most  recent 
investigations.  It  is  intended  to  further  illustrate  this  subject  by 
demonstrations  of  normal  and  pathological  brains  and  spinal  cords. 

Functional  nervous    diseases,    including    the    various    phases    of 
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Hysteria  and  Hypnotic  conditions,  will  receive  special  attention.  The 
instructions  in  both  functional  and  organic  diseases  of  the  nervous 
system  will  be  supplemented  by  clinical  lectures  and  demonstrations. 
It  is  intended  that  the  students  shall  further  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  pathological  appearance  of  nervous  tissue,  not  only  by  observ- 
ing sections  already  prepared,  but  by  actual  work  in  the  laboratory, 
where  section  cutting,  staining  and  slide  mounting  will  be  taught. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  lectures  on  Insanity,  visits  will  be  made 
to  the  various  City  and  State  institutions  for  the  care  of  the  Insane,  so 
as  to  acquaint  the  students  more  thoroughly  with  the  characteristic 
features  of  this  disease. 

The  subject  is  taught  by  Prof.  Robertson,  late  Assistant  Physician 
of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane  at  Napa. 

Histology  and  Pathology. — Professor  D.  W.  Montgomery  will 
strive  to  make  this  course  as  practical  as  possible.  Sections  of  normal 
tissues  and  diseased  organs  ready  for  mounting  will  be  given  to  the 
students,  so  that  they  may  become  familiarized  with  the  methods  of 
preparing  specimens  for  examination.  In  this  way  the  general  princi- 
ples of  normal  growth  and  development,  and  the  operation  of  patho- 
logical laws,  will  be  illustrated  and  fixed  in  the  mind  of  the  student. 
The  use  of  the  microscope  as  an  aid  to  diagnosis  in  the  examination  of 
sputum,  urine,  blood,  etc.,  will  also  be,  in  this  way,  illustrated  as 
opportunity  arises. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Spencer,  Assistant  to  the  Chair  of  Pathology  and 
Histology,  will  conduct  a  course  on  normal  histology  and  histological 
technique,  beginning  with  the  tissues  and  going  on  to  the  structure  of 
the  organs,  fitting  the  student  for  the  study  of  practical  Pathology. 

Bacteriology. — During  the  regular  term,  Dr.  George  H.  F.  Nuttall, 
Associate  Professor  of  Bacteriology  in  Johns  Hopkins  University  of 
Baltimore,  will  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  upon  the  subject  of  Bacteri- 
ology. The  eminent  position  of  Professor  Nuttall  as  a  writer  and 
original  investigator  in  this  important  branch  of  medical  science 
bespeaks  the  incalculable  advantage  to  be  derived  from  his  instruc- 
tion. These  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  original  cultures  and  slides 
prepared  by  Professor  Nuttall  personally.  If  possible,  the  lectures  will 
be  delivered  under  the  University  Extension  System,  in  which  case  the 
profession  at  large  and  such  of  the  general  public  as  may  be  interested 
in  medical  progress  will  have  an  opportunity  to  attend. 

Throughout  the  Regular  Term,  Thos.  Bowhill,  F.R.C.V.S.,  will 
conduct  a  course  in  Bacteriology,  comprising  the  classification  and 
microscopical  examination  of  bacteria,  stains  and  staining  of  cover 
glass  specimens,  sections  of  tissues,  etc.  The  methods  of  cultivating 
Bacteria  and  the  preparation  of  culture  media  will  also  be  described. 
The  course  will  conclude  with  the  description  of  the  special  qualities  of 
pathogenic  bacteria  and  an  investigation  of  air,  soil  and  water. 
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HOSPITAL    APPOINTMENTS. 


The  position  of  Interne,  or  House  Physician  and  Surgeon,  in  the 
City  and  County  Hospital,  is  open  each  December  to  four  members  of 
the  graduating  class  who  recommend  themselves  to  the  Faculty  by  their 
diligence  and  general  fitness  for  the  appointments.  Internes  receive 
their  board  and  lodging  for  one  year,  and  secure  opportunities  for 
accumulating  an  invaluable  experience  in  every  field  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery. 

On  completion  of  the  term  of  service,  a  certificate  is  issued  by  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Health  and  the  authorities  of  the  City  and 
County  Hospital,  as  evidence  of  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
required  duties. 

Students  of  the  senior  class  desiring  these  appointments  are 
required  to  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Dean  at  least  two  weeks 
before  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  City  Receiving  Hospital  is  open  to  students  and  graduates  of 
this  institution.  In  this  hospital  an  excellent  opportunity  is  afforded 
for  experience  in  emergency  work. 

Several  of  the  private  hospitals  in  the  city  provide  positions  on  the 
house  staff,  which  are  open  to  graduates  of  this  College,  viz : 

St.  Mary's  Hospital,  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital, 
La  Maison  de  Sante  (French  Hospital),  German  Hospital,  and  the 
Hospital  for  Children. 

Assistants  to  the  staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Polyclinic  are  also 
appointed  from  the  graduates  of  this  institution. 


DISPENSARY  CLINICS. 


The  Faculty  has  organized  a  Free  Dispensary  Clinic,  which  is  held 
at  the  corner  of  Potrero  avenue  and  Twenty-second  street,  directly 
opposite  the  City  and  County  Hospital.  Clinics  are  held  daily,  the 
proximity  to  the  Hospital  insuring  an  abundant  supply  of  material. 

The  advantage  of  an  out-patient  clinic  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  class 
of  cases  presented  for  observation  is,  to  a  great  extent,  that  seen  in 
office  practice.  Combined  with  hospital  work,  the  Dispensary  clinic 
forms  an  invaluable  system  of  practical  training  for  the  student. 
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MATRICULATION  EXAMINATION. 


Students  desiring  to  matriculate  are  required  to  undergo  examina- 
tions for  admission,  with  the  following  exceptions,  viz  : 

1.  Applicants  who  present  certificates  of  having  successfully 
passed  the  examination  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Letters  or  the 
College  of  Science  of  the  University  of  California,  or  of  some  other 
recognized  University  or  College. 

2.  Applicants  who  present  diplomas  or  certificates  of  graduation 
from  the  University  of  California,  or  of  some  other  University  or 
College, 

3.  Applicants  who  present  diplomas  or  certificates  of  graduation 
from  recognized  High  Schools  and  Academies. 

4.  Applicants  who  present  a  teacher's  certificate  granted  by  a 
recognized  City  or  County  Board  of  Examiners. 

5.  Applicants  who  present  a  diploma  or  certificate  of  graduation 
from  a  State  Normal  School  of  California,  or  of  any  other  State  or 
Territory, 

The  examinations  for  admission  are  in  writing,  and  embrace  the 
following  subjects : 

English — A  written  composition,  correct  in  spelling,  punctuation 
and  grammar,  not  to  exceed  one  page  foolscap  in  length,  upon  some 
subject  connected  with  American  history  and  biography. 

Arithmetic — Including  the  metric  system.  The  technical  parts  of 
Commercial  Arithmetic,  viz.,  banking,  profit  and  loss,  commission, 
taxes,  duties,  stocks,  insurance,  exchange,  average  of  payments,  will 
be  omitted. 

History  of  the  United  States  and  the  general  facts  of  Physical  and 
Political  Geography.  Barnes'  Brief  History  of  the  United  States  and 
the  geographies  used  in  the  first  grade  grammar  schools  will  serve  to 
indicate  the  amount  of  knowledge  expected. 

Physics — The  elements  of  the  subject  taught  experimentally,  as 
shown  in  some  such  work  as  Gay's  Elements  of  Physics,  Peck's  Ganot 
or  Avery's  Natural  Philosophy. 

Latin — In  1894  and  succeeding  years,  a  knowledge  of  elementary 
Latin  will  be  required.  Students  found  deficient  in  this  subject  will 
be  allowed  one  year  to  make  up  the  deficiency. 


Students  who  have  attended  one  full  course  in  any  recognized 
regular  Medical  College,  will,  upon  passing  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  first  year,  be  admitted  as  students  of 
the  second  course  in  the  University  of  California,  provided  the  courses 
are  in  different  calendar  years. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  any  recognized 
regular  Medical  College,  will,  upon  passing  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  second  year,  be  admitted  as  students 
of  the  third  course  in  this  institution,  provided  the  courses  of  lectures 
are  in  different  calendar  years. 
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Graduates  of  other  regular  Medical  Colleges  in  good  standing  will 
be  admitted  as  students  of  the  third  course  in  this  institution  without 
any  examination. 

Under  no  circumstances  will  a  student  be  credited  with  attendance 
upon  two  courses  of  lectures,  unless  such  courses  have  been  in  diflferent 
calendar  years. 

Graduates  of  Pharmaceutical  and  Dental  Colleges  in  good  standing 
are  admitted  to  the  second  year  without  examination. 

Theological  and  Law  Students  will  be  admitted  to  special  lectures 
without  examination. 

The  matriculation  examinations  will  be  conducted  at  the  College 
building  on  March  1st  and  June  1st. 

No  graduate  of  any  Medical  College  having  a  course  of  less  than 
three  years  will  be  admitted  to  the  third  course  in  this  institution, 
without  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  curriculum  provided 
for  the  second  year. 

Diplomas  from  Homeopathic,  Eclectic,  and  other  irregular  schools 
of  medicine,  will  not  be  recognized. 

BOARDING. 

The  expense  of  living  in  San  Francisco  is  not  great.  Good  board 
with  room-rent  may  now  be  procured  at  the  low  rate  of  five  dollars  per 
week,  at  a  convenient  distance  from  the  College  building.  Students 
from  a  distance  may  learn  the  address  of  these  boarding-houses,  and 
other  information,  by  calling  on  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  Dr.  R.  A. 
McLean,  603  Merchant  street,  corner  of  Montgomery.

Students  who  have  already  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  in 
other  recognized  regular  schools,  and  graduates  of  other  recognized 
regular  schools  who  will  be  of  less  than  three  years  standing  at  the  end 
of  a  given  session,  are  admitted  to  the  full  course  of  lectures  of  such 
session  (not  including  practical  anatomy)  on  the  payment  of  the 
matriculation  fee  and  sixty -five  dollars. 

Graduates]of  other  recognized  regular  Medical  Colleges,  who  have 
been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  for  three  years,  will  be 
admitted  to  alljlidactic  and  clinical  lectures  on  the  payment  of  the 
matriculation  fee  only. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR   GRADUATION. 

I.  The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  be  of  good  moral  character. 

II.  He  must  have  studied  medicine  three  full  years,  and  must 
have  attended  three  regular  courses  of  lectures  in  separate  calendar 
years,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  that  of  the  University  of 
California. 

III.  He  must  have  passed  the  required  examinations,  written 
and  oral. 

IV.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy 
during  at  least  two  sessions,  and  must  present  certificates  of  having 
dissected  every  part  of  the  cadaver. 

V.  He  must  have  paid  in  full  the  College  fees,  including  the 
graduation  fee. 


FOUR  YEARS'   COURSE. 


Matriculants  of  1895  and  succeeding  years  will  be  required  to  spend 
four  years  in  medical  study  before  presenting  themselves  for  examina- 
tion for  graduation.  The  first  year  may  be  spent  in  any  one  of  the 
following  ways : 

1.  In  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  California,  in 
the  study  of  Medical  Physics,  Biology  and  Elementary  Botany. 

2.  In  a  recognized  University  or  College  where  Medical  Physics, 
Biology  and  Elementary  Botany  form  part  of  the  curriculum.  A  cer- 
tificate from  such  a  University  or  College  that  the  applicant  has  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination  in  these  branches  will  exempt  him  from 
further  examination  in  them  and  will  entitle  him  to  enter  as  a  second 
year  student. 

3.  Students  who  have  passed  one  year  in  studying  the  above  sub- 
jects in  a  High  School  or  in  private  tuition  may  present  themselves  to 
the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  for  examination  in  these 
subjects,  and,  if  found  proficient  therein,  will  be  admitted  as  second 
year  students,  provided  they  pass  the  necessary  preliminary  examina- 
tion, as  given  on  page  15.

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THE  REGULAR  COURSE. 

The  Regular  Course  begins  on  the  1st  of  June  and  continues  six 
months. 

During  the  Regular  Course  there  will  be  given  at  the  Polyclinic 
House  each  week  twenty-two  Clinical  Lectures,  each  being  illustrated 
by  cases  selected  from  the  large  number  of  patients  attendant  at  the 
clinics  of  the  San  Francisco  Polyclinic.  These  lectures  will  cover  the 
range  of  medicine  in  its  present  scope,  and  all  its  subdivisions*  into 
specialties.  They  will  be  entirely  practical  in  character,  the  intention 
being  to  demonstrate  to  each  student  the  clinical  features  of  the  cases 
that  present  themselves. 

In  addition  to  these  Clinical  Lectures,  and  as  part  of  the  same 
course,  there  w^ill  be  given  each  week  in  the  four  hospitals  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, on  the  visiting  staff  of  which  are  members  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
Post  Graduate  School,  eighteen  Hospital  Clinics.  At  none  of  these  will 
the  attendance  be  permitted  to  be  large,  for  they  will  be  held,  for  the 
most  part,  in  private  hospitals,  and  this  will  insure  that  all  who  are 
present  will  have  full  opportunities  for  seeing  everything  that  is  done 
on  the  operating  table,  and  of  following  the  post-operation  manage- 
ment and  the  course  of  the  case. 

SELECTION    OF    COURSES. 

Martriculants  may  elect  to  attend  all  or  any  number  of  the  classes^ 
of  the  Regular  Course  for  the  whole  six  months,  or  for  any  shorter 
time ;  but  tickets  may  not  be  sold  for  a  course  shorter  than  six  weeks. 
For  these  partial  courses  entrance  may  be  had  at  any  time  up  to  the 
15th  of  October. 

BACTERIOLOGY. 

The  apparatus  for  the  complete  equipment  of  a  Bacteriological- 
Laboratory  is  now  en  route  to  San  Francisco  from  Berlin.  Upon  acquir- 
ing this  laboratory  the  Post  Graduate  Department  of  the  University 
will  have  the  only  teaching  laboratory  of  its  kind  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

It  is  not  probable  that  this  laboratory  will  be  open  for  the  recep- 
tion of  students  before  the  Special  Course,  which  will  begin  15th  of 
March,  1893.  The  exact  date  of  opening,  information  concerning 
courses  of  study,  fees  and  other  matters  will  be  announced  in  a  special 
circular. 

DEGREES  AND  CERTIFICATES  OF  ATTENDANCE. 

The  Regular  Course  of  Clinical  Lectures  has  been  planned  to  follow 
and  supplement  the  three-year's  course  of  Didactic  Lectures,  and  the 
time  spent  in  attending  this  course  in  the  Post  Graduate  Medical 
Department  will  be  accepted  by  the  University  as  a  fourth  year  of 
study. 

To  graduates  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  who 
attend  this  course  and  successfully  pass  the  required  examinations 
the  Regents  will  issue  a  Post  Graduate  Degree,  testifying  to  the  four 
years  of  study,  and  entitling  the  holder  to  recognition  from  those  Uni- 
versities, Colleges  and  States  which  require  four  years  of  study  for  the 
obtainment  of  the  degree. 
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To  graduates  of  schools  of  medicine,  other  than  the  Medical  De- 
partment of  the  University  of  California,  the  requirements  of  which 
for  the  obtaining  of  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  are  equal  to 
those  of  the  University  of  California,  the  same  degree  will  be  issued 
upon  the  same  terms. 

To  attendants  upon  partial  courses,  the  Faculty  of  the  Post  Grad- 
uate Medical  Department  will  issue  Certificates  of  Attendance. 

SPECIAL  COUESES. 

The  Special  Courses  are  each  of  six  weeks'  duration,  viz :  from  the 
1st  of  January  to  the  15th  of  February,  and  from  the  15th  of  March  to 
the  1st  of  May. 

During  the  continuance  of  a  Special  Course,  in  addition  to  the  Clini- 
cal Lectures  and  Clinics,  there  will  be  given  thirty-six  Extra  Lectures — 
six  lectures  upon  each  of  six  special  subjects,  by  members  of  the  Post 
Graduate  Faculty. 

These  Extra  Lectures  are  intended  to  be  a  resume  of  the  work  of 
investigation  recently  done,  or  advances  in  knowledge  made  in  any 
special  subject,  and  to  present  a  fair  statement  of  the  present  status 
of  medical  science  and  art  in  that  subject.

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ORGANIZATION  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


GRADUATE    COURSES. 

To  graduates  of  the  University  of  California,  or  of  other  Institu- 
tions of  equal  grade,  who  may  wish  to  pursue  advanced  work,  general 
or  special,  every  facility  is  extended  that  the  libraries,  laboratories 
and  collections  of  the  University  afford;  and,  so  far  as  is  possible, 
courses  of  study  will  be  framed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  such 
students.  These  courses  may  be  so  constituted  as  to  lead  to  the  degree 
of  Ma^er  of  Arts,  Master  of  Letters,  Master  of  Science,  or  Doctor  of 
Philosophy;  or  to  the  professional  degree  of  Mechanical  Engineer, 
Mining  Engineer,  Metallurgical  Engineer,  or  Civil  Engineer. 

UNDERGRADUATE    COURSES. 

Eight  Regular  Courses  of  study  are  at  present  established,  leading 
directly  to  corresponding  degrees,  namely :

I,    The  Classical  Course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  A.  B. ; 
II.     The  Literary  Course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  B.  L. ; 

III.  The  Course  in  Letters  and  Political  Science,  leading  to  the 
degree  of^Pn.  B. 

In  charge,  severally,  of  the  respective  Faculties  of  the  five  Colleges 
of  Sciences : 

IV.  The  Course  in  Agriculture; 
V.     The  Course  in  Mechanics; 

VI.     The  Course jn  Mining; 
YII.     The  Course  in  Civil  Engineering; 

VIII.     The  Course  in  Chemistry. 
Each'of  which],leads  regularly  to  the  degree  of  B.  S. 

To  each  of  these  Regular  Courses  there  pertains  an  established 
curriculum  of  studies,  prescribed  and  elective,  arranged  in  the  order  of 
four  successive^'years. 

There  are  permitted,  in  addition.  Courses  at  Large  and  Partial 
Courses,  not  leading  directly  to  any  degree,  but  through  each  of  which 
some  one  of  the  above-named  degrees  is  possibly  attainable.
